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Appiedore. Appledore, situated on rising 
and woody ground, on the banks of tli 
Torridge, is a pretty and picturesque old 
hamlet, with a considerable coasting trade 
of its own. Salmon-fishing is to be had 
here from May to September, and plenty 
of barges are still built in the old ship¬ 
yards at the water's edge. 
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
